the church people and everybody else 
should think over and take a hand in, and 
that is the moral part of it. There is a 
big moral problem wrapped up in this 
matter that deserves the attention of 
every right-minded citizen, not so much, 
probably, in Richmond, but surely very 
great in all of the big cities of the country. 

It has long ago been demonstrated 
that low wages for women is as great a 
cause for lapses of virtue 4 any other 


one cause, and perhaps greafer, and cer-: 


tainly no American citizen is going to 
stand for the depletion of the virtue of 
our women for the purpose of making 
money for corporations or anybody else. 
The cérporations hold, of course, that 
they want girls who live at home who are 
not at°as much expense as those who 
have to be wholly self-supporting, but 
that is not altogether true, for it is a 
well known fact that agents of some cor 
porations have intimated to girls who 
complained that they could not live on a 
wage of from $6 to $9 a week that ‘‘there 
were other ways to make a little money 
on the side.’? We would certainly take- 
great pleasure in mecting up with a gent 
of that kind, of which there are many, 
as we have it direct from the girls them- 
selves, and in “Such event are very much 
afraid we should forget ourself and see 
red, and maybe somebody would fetch 
up in the hospital. 

This scribe wént through a campaign 
similar to all this, many years ago in 
Kansas City. We had a weekly paper 
there and kicked up a stink with it that 
smelled to high heaven, over the big de- 


' @Partment stores paying their girls such a 


beggarly wage that one half of them 


‘ were forced to barter virtue for bread, 


which was a fact. We interviewed over 
a thousand department store girls per- 
sonally, and got their stories. Then we 
opened up on every department store in 
that big city and h Was poppin’ seven 
ways for Sunday. One of the head men 
of the old firm of Bollene, Moore & Emery 
tried to bribe us to quit, and we told all 
about that in the paper, also, and roasted 
him to a finish. It finally got so hot and 
stirred up such a mess that the big 
metropolitan papers had to take notice of 
it, and then there 4vas sure something 
stirring. The net result was a raising 
of girls’ wages to a figure where they 
could at least pay for board and room, 
and by the ever living gods that-is what 
has got to be done right now 4n_ this 
telephone fight, or else the fact that 
American men and women are way below 
par will be demonstrated. . 
The News has no fight against the tele- 
phone company, or any other corporation 
that behaves itself.even half way right, 
but when the policies of any corporation 
are such that our young women must 
work for a beggarly wage, not sufficient 
to live decently on, then our instincts as 
a father who has raised three daughters 
to womanhood asserts itself, and we don’t 
seem to have any sense at all, other than 
to fight anythig and anybody in sight. 
That sort of thing is all wrong and must 


_ be stopped. 


Pay the girls good wages, same as any- 
body else gets, a living wage and a com- 
fort wage, both, and then, dodgast it, put 
it in the bill. None of us are going to 
object if it be necessary to pay a little 


the women to give this matter serious 
thought, and use their every effort to- 
ward bringing about a solution to the 
Wa problem that will be fair and 
ight, to all parties concerned—especially 
our young girls, God bless them! 


CHARACTER BEST ASSET
